CHARTER 


THE  CHARTER 


Section  i.  A.  J.  Dull,  Lyman  D.  Gilbert, 
David  Watts,  W.  B.  Lamberton  and  William 
Ker,  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now  asso¬ 
ciated  as  the  Harrisburg  Club,  or  may  hereafter 
become  members  of  the  same,  are  hereby  con¬ 
stituted  a  perpetual  body  corporate  under  the 
name  of  the  Harrisburg  Club. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  is  formed  under 
the  sixth  division  of  the  second  section  of  the 
act  entitled  “An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  and  regulation  of  certain  corporations,”  ap¬ 
proved  the  29th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1874,  as  a 
permanent  social  club,  for  the  promotion  of  the 
intercourse  and  enjoyment  of  its  members,  and 
such  kindred  purposes  as  the  Club  may  from 
time  to  time  determine,  and  to  that  end  to  obtain 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
conferred  by  the  above  recited  act  and  the  sup¬ 
plements  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  The  place  of  business  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  is  the  City  of  Harrisburg. 

Sec.  4.  The  business  of  the  corporation  shall 
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be  managed  by  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  a  board  of  nine  Directors,  and  such 
other  officers,  agents  and  factors  as  may  be  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  corporation  for  that  purpose.

I 

NAME 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  association 

is  the  Harrisburg  Club. 

II 

GOVERNMENT 

Section  i.  The  government  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Club  is  confided  to  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  nine  of  its  members,  to  be  known  as 
the  Governing  Committee  or  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  resi¬ 
dent  members  of  the  Club  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  annual  election  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1892,  nine  members  shall  be  chosen 
to  constitute  the  Governing  Committee, 
who  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,

divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  classes, 
the  first  class  to  consists  of  three  members, 
to  serve  for  three  years ;  the  second  class  to 
consist  of  three  members,  to  serve  for  two 
years ;  the  third  class  to  consist  of  three 
members,  to  serve  for  one  year.  At  each 
annual  election  thereafter  three  members 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three  years, 
and  the  retiring  members  shall  not  be  eligi¬ 
ble  for  renomination  or  election  for  the 
space  of  one  year.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  oc¬ 
curring  in  the  Committee  other  than  by 
expiration  of  time  of  service,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  until  the  next  annual  election,  when 
the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term,  if  any, 
shall  be  filled  by  election  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  ap- 
*  point  a  committee  of  five  members,  not 
more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  officers 
of  the  Club,  and  the  said  committee  shall 
nominate  candidates  for  vacancies  about  to 
occur  by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  Gov¬ 
ernors.  Such  nominations  shall  be  posted 
by  the  said  committee  upon  the  bulletin 
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board  of  the  Club  at  least  twenty  days 
before  said  election.  Any  member  may 
nominate  other  candidates  for  the  same 
offices,  but  the  names  of  all  such  can¬ 
didates  shall  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin 
board  at  least  ten  days  before  the  said  elec¬ 
tion,  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Governor  unless  he  shall  have  been 
nominated  and  posted  as  aforesaid. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Club  shall  cause 
ballots  to  be  printed  containing  all  the 
names  so  posted,  and  shall  furnish  the 
same  to  the  members  of  the  Club  at  the 
opening  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  elec¬ 
tion  is  to  take  place. 

Sec.  4.  At  all  elections  for  members  of 
the  Governing  Committee,  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  only  in  person  and  not 
by  proxy. 

Cumulative  voting  shall  not  be  allowed. 

The  necessary  number  of  candidates  re¬ 
ceiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  declared  elected. 

Sec.  5.  The  election  to  membership  in 
the  Governing  Committee  shall  be  held  by 
ballot,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Club. 
The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  three 
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inspectors  of  election,  who  shall  receive 
and  canvass  the  ballots  and  certify  the 
results  to  the  Secretary.  The  polls  shall 
remain  open  for  two  hours. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  the  certificate  of  the  in¬ 
spectors  shows  that  all  the  vacancies  on  the 
Governing  Committee  have  not  been  filled 
at  the  election,  the  meeting  shall  be  ad¬ 
journed  for  two  weeks,  at  which  adjourned 
meeting  the  election  to  fill  those  vacancies 
shall  proceed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  of  the  Governing 
Committee  who  shall  absent  himself  for 
three  consecutive  regular  meetings,  unless 
he  shall  have  previously  obtained  permis¬ 
sion  so  to  do  from  the  Committee,  or  shall 
present  at  the  next  regular  meeting  an  ex¬ 
cuse  for  his  absence  satisfactory  to  every 
member  of  the  Committee  present,  shall 
cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Committee. 

Ill 

POWERS  OF  THE  GOVERNING  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Governing  Committee 
is  authorized: 

1.  To  elect  annually  from  its  own  body 
a  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary 
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of  the  Club,  and  to  elect  a  Treasurer,  who 
may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  its  own 
body,  all  of  whom  shall  hold  office  until  the 
first  Monday  of  the  succeeding  December, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 


2.  To  appoint  a  House  Committee  of 
three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  subject  to  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Governing 
Committee,  to  direct  and  manage  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Club,  and  to  receive  and  act 
upon  complaints  and  suggestions  of  mem¬ 
bers,  reporting  monthly  to  the  Governing 
Committee. 

3.  To  admit  members,  and  to  expel  or 
suspend  them  by  ballot,  two  adverse  votes 
excluding,  and  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Committee  expelling  or  suspending. 

4.  To  prescribe  rules  for  the  admission 
of  strangers. 

5.  To  make  rules  for  the  use  of  the  Club 
by  the  members,  and  for  their  conduct  in 
the  Club  House. 

6.  To  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
the  rules,  and  to  enforce  the  same. 

7.  To  remit  penalties  for  offenses 
against  the  rules,  and  for  accidental  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  by-laws. 
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8.  To  put  an  end  to  membership  for  any 
conduct  of  a  member  not  in  violation  of 
the  by-laws  or  the  rules,  but  improper  and 
prejudicial  to  the  Club. 

9.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the  Club 
to  consider  a  specific  subject. 

10.  To  make  rules  for  their  own  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  to  fix  and  enforce  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  such  rules. 

IV 

DUTY  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President,  and  in  his  ab¬ 
sence  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Govern- 
ing  Committee.  In  the  event  of  their  ab¬ 
sence,  a  meeting  of  the  Club  or  of  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Committee  may  elect  its  presiding 
officer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  of 
the  Club  and  report  thereon  to  the  Govern¬ 
ing  Committee  monthly,  and  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  in  such 
further  sum  as  may  be  required  by  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Committee,  the  sureties  thereon  to 
be  approved  by  said  Committee.  He  shall 
receive  a  salary  which  shall  be  fixed  by  reso¬ 
lution  of  the  Governing  Committee,  the 
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amount  of  which  may  be  changed  from  time 
to  time  by  resolution  of  said  Committee, 
which  salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation 
for  his  services  and  he  shall  receive  no  other 
compensation  or  emolument  whatsoever. 
The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  records  of  the 
Club,  sign  guests’  cards  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by 
the  Governing  Committee. 

V. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Section  i.  The  number  of  resident  mem¬ 
bers,  exclusive  of  officers  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  of  the  United  States,  shall  not  exceed 
two  hundred  and  fifty.  Adult  male  residents 
in  the  United  States  may  become  members 
upon  election  by  the  Governing  Committee, 
and  payment  of  the  entrance  fee  and  yearly 
dues.  If  such  payment  is  not  made  within 
thirty  days  after  notice  of  election  shall  have 
been  given  to  the  candidate,  the  election 
shall  be  void. 

Sec.  2.  Members  may  be  either  resident 
or  non-resident,  but  no  person  residing 
within  twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Harris¬ 
burg  shall  be  a  non-resident  member,  nor 
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shall  such  non-resident  member  have  the 
right  of  voting:  Provided,  however,  That 
persons  temporarily  resident  or  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  city  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Governing  Committee,  be  elected  as  non¬ 
resident  members ;  and,  Provided  further, 
That  any  non-resident  member  who  shall 
become  a  permanent  resident  within  the 
limits  above  prescribed,  shall  thereby  be¬ 
come  a  resident  member,  and  if,  at  the  time 
of  his  becoming  such  resident,  an  entrance 
fee  is  payable  by  candidates  for  resident 
membership,  shall  pay  an  additional  en¬ 
trance  fee  of  thirty  dollars.  Resident  mem¬ 
bers  ceasing  to  reside  within  said  limits  may 
be  transferred  to  the  non-resident  list,  with¬ 
out  the  payment  of  the  entrance  fee  re¬ 
quired  to  be  paid  by  candidates  for  non-resi¬ 
dent  membership. 

Sec.  3.  Candidates  for  membership  must 
be  proposed  and  seconded  by  two  members, 
not  members  of  the  Governing  Committee, 
in  their  own  handwriting,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  a  meeting  of  the  Governing  Committee, 
and  their  names  must  be  posted  on  the  bul¬

length  of  time,  but  the  name  of  no  candi¬ 
date  for  non-resident  membership  shall  be 
posted,  nor  shall  any  action  be  taken  by  the 
Governing  Committee  upon  his  candidacy, 
unless  the  entrance  fee  shall  first  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Club. 
A  list  of  the  names  of  all  candidates  shall  be 
sent  to  each  member  of  the  Governing  Com¬ 
mittee  prior  to  the  meetings  of  said  com¬ 
mittee. 


The  Governing  Committee  shall  not  bal¬ 
lot  on  the  admission  of  any  candidate  for 
resident  membership  unless  such  candidate 
is  personally  known  by,  or  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  to,  at  least  one  member  of  said  Com¬ 
mittee,  nor  shall  said  Committee  ballot  on 
the  admission  of  any  candidate  for  non-resi¬ 
dent  membership  unless  there  shall  have 
been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Club  a 
letter  signed  by  the  proposer  or  seconder  of 
such  candidate,  or  both,  setting  forth  his 
qualifications  for  membership. 

A  second  ballot  upon  the  election  of  a 
proposed  member  shall  be  taken  at  any 
time  before  the  adjournment  of  a  meeting, 
upon  the  motion  of  a  single  member  of  the 
Governing  Committee ;  but  after  the  meet- 
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ing  a  rejected  candidate  shall  not,  within 
six  months,  be  again  balloted  for. 

Candidates  whose  names  shall  have  been 
laid  over  at  two  consecutive  meetings  shall 
not  be  again  balloted  for  until  after  the 
names  succeeding  theirs  on  the  list  shall 
have  been  elected  or  rejected.  Any  person 
having  resigned  from  the  Club  and  being 
again  proposed  for  membership  shall  be 
balloted  for  before  any  other  candidate. 

Sec.  4.  All  resignations  shall  be  made 
in  writing,  and  served  upon  the  Secretary. 

No  resignation  shall  be  received  from 
any  member  in  arrears  to  the  Club. 

All  resignations  must  be  presented  before 
the  first  day  of  November,  or  the  first  day 
of  May,  following;  otherwise  the  member 
shall  be  held  liable  for  the  dues  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  six  months. 

Upon  the  resignation,  death  or  dismissal 
from  the  Club  of  any  member  thereof,  his 
membership,  and  all  rights  acquired  under 
it,  shall  be  thereupon  and  thereby  termi¬ 
nated  and  ended,  and  all  the  interest  in 
the  property  of  the  Club  of  any  person 
ceasing  to  be  a  member  shall  revert  to  and 
be  vested  in  the  Club. 
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IV 

ARMY  AND  NAVY  LIST 

Section  1.  Officers  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  of  the  United  States  may  become  visi¬ 
tors  for  six  months,  with  the  privilege  of 
renewals  for  like  periods,  through  election 
by  the  Governing  Committee  and  paying 
the  dues  of  non-resident  members;  such 
election  to  be  governed  by  the  same  rules 
as  the  election  of  members. 

VII 

ENTRANCE  FEES  AND  YEARLY  DUES 

Section  1.  The  entrance  money  .to  be 
paid  upon  admission  into  the  Club  by  a  resi¬ 
dent  member  shall  be  fifty  dollars,  and  by 
a  non-resident  member  ten  dollars ;  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  no  entrance  fee  shall  be  col¬ 
lected  from  resident  members  until  the  resi¬ 
dent  membership  reaches  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  active  members.  The  dues 
shall  be  forty  dollars  a  year  for  each  resi¬ 
dent  member,  and  twenty  dollars  for  each 
non-resident  member,  and  shall  be  payable 
in  equal  semi-annual  instalments  in  ad¬ 
vance,  on  the  first  day  of  November  and 
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the  first  day  of  May;  Provided,  That  any 
member  having  resigned  from  the  Club 
and  being  again  elected  to  membership 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  an  entrance 
fee. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  total  resident 
membership  of  the  Club  shall  exceed  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  non-resident 
one  hundred  and  fifty,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governing  Committee,  at  their  regu¬ 
lar  monthly  meeting  in  November  of  each 
year,  to  set  aside  from  the  annual  dues  of 
all  members  in  excess  of  that  number,  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  member  both 
resident  and  non-resident,  the  amount  so 
set  aside  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the 
mortgage  indebtedness  upon  the  Club 
property. 

VIII 

NOTICES 

Section  1.  A  member  may  inscribe  in  a 
book,  to  be  kept  in  the  office,  mail  address 
for  notices  prescribed  or  directed  by  the 
by-laws  or  the  rules.  In  the  absence  of 
such  inscription,  such  notices  shall  be 
served  by  depositing  them  in  the  Club  let- 
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ter-box,  addressed  to  him,  and  he  will  be 
held  to  have  received  them  ten  days  after 
they  are  so  mailed  or  deposited. 

IX 

PENALTIES 

Section  i.  The  n#me  of  a  member  who 
has  not  paid  his  semi-annual  dues  within 
sixty  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  half 
year,  shall  be  posted  by  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  bulletin  board  or  other  con¬ 
spicuous  place  in  the  Club  House ;  and 
should  he  neglect  payment,  without  good 
cause,  for  thirty  days  after  such  posting, 
he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member. 
Provided,  That  upon  his  written  applica¬ 
tion  and  the  payment  of  all  dues  to  the  date 
thereof,  the  Governing  Committee  may, 
upon  such  terms  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
remit  the  penalty  of  this  by-law.  In  all 
cases,  however,  payment  must  be  made  be¬ 
fore  the  beginning  of  the  next  half  year. 

Sec.  2.  All  accounts  shall  be  made  up 
on  the  first  of  the  month,  and  mailed  to 
each  member  at  his  known  address.  If  the 
same  are  not  discharged  by  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  each  month,  the  member  shall  be 
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notified  by  letter  by  the  Treasurer,  that 
his  name  will  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin 
board  or  other  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Club  House,  and  that  he  will  be  denied  fur¬ 
ther  credit,  if  his  account  be  not  paid  by 
twelve  o’clock  noon  of  the  first  day  of  the 
following  month ;  and  if  said  account  be  not 
paid  by  twelve  o’clock  noon  of  the  first  day 
of  the  following  month,  such  member  shall 
be  posted,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  denied 
further  credit ;  and  if  his  said  account  be  not 
paid  within  thirty  days  after  said  posting, 
he  shall  be  suspended  until  such  charges 
are  paid ;  and  if  the  said  charges  are  not 
paid  within  thirty  days  after  such  suspen¬ 
sion,  his  name  shall  be  dropped  from  the 
roll  of  the  Club,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  7,  Article  III. 

X 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  CLUB 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  Club  for  election  of  officers, 
and  such  other  business  as  may  be  brought 
before  it,  on  the  first  Monday  of  Decem¬ 
ber  of  each  year,  at  such  hour  as  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Committee  may  designate ;  if  no 
quorum  be  present,  the  presiding  officer 
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shall  adjourn  the  meeting  to  any  other  day 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  held  as  above. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  written  request  of  ten 
members,  the  Governing  Committee  shall 
call  a  special  meeting  to  consider  a  specific 
subject. 

Sec.  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting 
of  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  The  report  of  the  Governing 
Committee  upon  the  condition  of  the  Club, 
with  the  estimates  for  the  current  year, 
shall  be  printed  and  distributed  to  mem¬ 
bers  seven  days  before  the  annual  meeting.

Sec.  5.  The  order  of  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
annual  meeting,  and  of  special  meetings 
held  subsequent  thereto. 

2.  Elections. 

3.  Report  of  Governing  Committee. 

4.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

5.  Report  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  Unfinished  and  referred  business. 

7.  New  business. 

8.  Adjournment. 
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This  order  of  business  may  be  changed 
at  any  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present. 


XI 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  GOVERNING 
COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  The  Governing  Committee 
shall  meet  on  the  second  Friday  of  each 
month  at  8.30  o’clock  p.  m.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  at  the  request  of  three  members  of 
the  Committee.  A  majority  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  proceedings  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Governing  Committees  shall  be  held 
strictly  private. 

XII 

FISCAL  YEAR 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Club 
shall  end  on  the  thirty-first  of  October,  and 
all  annual  financial  statements  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer  and  Governing  Committee  shall  be 
made  up  to  that  date,  and  be  presented  for 
final  action  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Club. 
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XIII 

SEAL 

Section  i.  The  seal  of  this  Club  shall 
be  a  circle  having  around  the  inner  side  of 
the  circumference  the  words  “The  Harris¬ 
burg  Club,  Penna.,”  and  in  the  center  the 
words  “Incorporated  December  15,  1884.” 

XIV 

AMENDMENTS  AND  ALTERATIONS 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  the  by-laws 
may  be  made  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club, 
annual  or  special,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present ;  alteration  of  any  rule 
of  the  Governing  Committee  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Sec.  2.  Notice  of  proposed  amendments 
to  the  by-laws  or  alterations  of  the  rules 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  meeting  at  which  it 
is  proposed  to  consider  them,  and  the  Sec¬ 
retary  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  posted 
ten  days  before  the  meeting. 
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1.  The  Club  House  will  be  open  from 
eight  o’clock  a.  m.  until  two  o’clock  a.  m., 
when  the  lights  shall  be  extinguished  and 
the  House  closed,  -after  which  time  no  mem¬ 
bers  will  be  permitted  to  remain  on  the 
premises.  Provided,  that  this  rule  shall  not 
affect  members  occupying  bedrooms. 

2.  The  buffet  will  be  open  from  eight 
o’clock  a.  m.  until  one  o’clock  a.  m. 

3.  The  first  Saturday  night  of  each 
month  shall  be  considerd  “Club  Night.” 

4.  All  members  are  required  to  use 
coupons  provided  by  the  Club  in  payment 
for  merchandise,  or  make  a  charge  for  the 
same.  No  attendant  other  than  the  Super¬ 
intendent  or  his  assistant  is  allowed  under 
any  circumstances  to  accept  cash  payments. 
Violation  of  this  rule  will  result  in  dis¬ 
charge  of  attendant. 

5.  Cards  shall  be  played  only  in  the 
rooms  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  and  will 
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not  be  allowed  in  the  bedrooms.  A  charge 
of  forty  cents  will  be  made  for  the  use  of 
duplicate  whist  boards.  No  gambling  or 
betting  shall  be,  at  any  time,  permitted  in 
the  Club  House.  No  cards,  games  of 
chance,  pool  or  billiards  shall  be  played  in 
the  Club  House  from  twelve  o’clock  mid¬ 
night,  Saturday  night,  until  Monday  morn¬ 
ing. 

6.  No  liquors  shall  be  served  or  drunk  on 
Sunday  in  any  room  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
Club  House,  except  the  bar  and  the  billiard 
room. 

7.  Buffet  service  shall  not  extend  to 
the  reception  hall,  reading-room  or  library. 

8.  Loud  talking  in  the  library  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 

9.  Books  or  pamphlets  shall  not  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  reading-room  or  library. 

10.  Members  shall  be  charged  with 
damage  or  breakage  caused  by  them  or  by 
their  guests. 

11.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
serving  rooms. 

12.  Members  shall  not  send  servants  out 
of  the  Club  House.  For  this  purpose  mes¬ 
senger  calls  are  provided.

13.  No  member  or  visitor  shall  give  any 
money  or  gratuity  to  servants  of  the  Club. 

14.  Suggestions  or  complaints  should 

be  deposited  in  the  box  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  and  will  receive  the  attention  of  the 

House  Committee. 

15.  Members  bringing  dogs  to  the  Club 

House  shall  place  them  in  the  yard.  They 
shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  loggia  or  House. 

16.  For  the  convenience  of  members, 
upon  application,  sleeping  apartments,  with 
the  use  of  bath,  will  be  rented  for  one  dol¬ 
lar  per  day.  No  room  will  be  assigned  to 
a  member  until  he  has  registered  his  name 
in  the  room-register  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  keep 
a  room  for  more  than  six  consecutive 
nights,  if  the  same  be  applied  for  by  an¬ 
other  member  prior  to  seven  o’clock  p.  m. 
Provided,  That  between  the  fifteenth  of 
June  and  the  fifteenth  of  September  of  each 
year,  bedrooms  may  be  occupied  by  mem¬ 
bers  as  above  for  a  period  of  one  month; 
and,  Provided  further,  That  the  House 
Committee  may,  at  their  discretion,  let  by 
the  year,  to  resident  members  only,  not 
more  than  four  bedrooms  at  a  rental  of  not 
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less  than  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
each,  payable  quarterly  in  advance. 

17.  Any  gentleman  residing  not  less 
than  twenty  miles  from  the  city,  and  not 
engaged  in  business  in  the  said  city,  on 
introduction  by  a  member,  may  be  allowed 
the  privileges  of  the  Club  House  for  a  time 
not  exceeding  ten  days,  with  the  privilege 
of  one  renewal  for  a  like  period,  the  name 
and  residence  of  such  person,  together  with 
the  name  of  the  member  introducing  him 
and  the  date  of  introduction,  having  been 
first  entered  in  the  book  provided  for  that 
purpose.  Members  introducing  guests 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  bills  incurred  and 
unpaid  by  such  guests,  and  for  their  con¬ 
duct  while  in  the  Club  House.  No  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  allowed  to  introduce  more  than 
two  guests  at  one  time.  The  House  Com¬ 
mittee  may  revoke  any  invitation. 

18.  Persons  not  members  of  the  Club 
may  be  admitted  to  the  Club  House  with¬ 
out  a  card  when  accompanied  by  a  member, 
but  not  otherwise ;  but  no  person  residing 
or  having  a  place  of  business  in  or  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  city,  shall  be  admitted 
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to  the  Club  House,  except  in  the  case  of  en¬ 
tertainments  given  by  a  member. 

19.  Visitors  shall  neither  give  entertain¬ 
ments  in  the  Club  House  nor  be  present 
at  the  business  meetings  of  the  Club,  nor 
shall  they  spend  money  in  the  Club  House, 
unless  introduced  under  Rule  17. 

20.  Ladies  of  the  immediate  family  of 
a  member  may  be  admitted  by  the  Front 
Street  entrance  of  the  Club  House  to  the 
ladies’  reception-room  and  private  dining¬ 
room  on  the  second  floor,  between  the 
hours  of  9.30  o’clock  a.  m.  and  3.30  o’clock 
p.  m.  Ladies,  if  accompanied  by  a  mem¬ 
ber,  or  by  some  lady  of  the  immediate  fam¬ 
ily  of  a  member,  may  also  be  admitted  un¬ 
der  the  above  provisions.  Ladies  may  be 
admitted  at  a  later  hour  when  the  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  House  Committee  is  first  ob¬ 
tained,  and  they  may  be  admitted  to  the 
assembly-room  and  dressing-room,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  House  Committee. 

21.  The  rules  of  the  billiard-room,  relat¬ 
ing  to  its  conduct  and  the  care  of  the  tables, 
shall  be  strictlv  enforced. 

22.  The  House  Committee  must  meet 
at  least  once  in  each  week.  It  is  author- 
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ized  to  manage  the  Club,  regulate  prices, 
order  purchases,  receive  and  redress  com¬ 
plaints,  and  engage  and  dismiss  all  em¬ 
ployees. 

23.  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  Club 
shall  in  any  case  advance  moneys  of  the 
Club  to  members  or  other  persons,  nor  shall 
such  officers  or  employees  loan  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Club  without  the  consent  of  the 
House  Committee  first  had  and  obtained: 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  rule  con¬ 
tained  be  construed  to  prevent  the  cashing 
of  cheques  for  reasonable  amounts  for 
members. 

24.  The  House  Committee  may  at  any 
time,  for  sufficient  cause,  order  the  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  any  service  to  any  member  of 
the  Club,  immediately  reporting  its  action 
and  the  facts  upon  which  the  same  is  based, 
to  the  Governing  Committee,  to  which  an 
appeal  from  said  action  shall  lie,  which  ap¬ 
peal  shall  be  heard  and  determined  within 
five  days  from  notice  thereof  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Club,  and  the  action  of  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Committee  thereon  shall  be  final. 
Where  service  has  been  discontinued  as 
aforesaid,  the  House  Committee  may,  at 
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any  time,  order  such  service  to  be  renewed, 
reporting  their  action  to  the  Governing 
Committee. 

25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  House 
Committee  to  report  any  infraction  of  the 
above  rules  to  the  Governing  Committee 
for  such  disciplinary  action  or  penalties  as 
they  may  see  fit  to  impose  under  Article 
III  of  the  by-laws.
